W ood m ay now 1m* used for a vari­ 
ety of purposes outside the ordinary 
uses with which we are ¡ill familiar. 
It is not so long since we wen* stir 
prised b y the announcem ent that it 
could he used for paper m aking, and 
wood shavings can now b e used in 
m any processes of m anufacture. T he 
latest use, however, that wood has 
b oen put to is to transform it into a 
food b y m eans of a chemical process, 
The m ethod has, of course, com e from 
G erm any. 
Every one w ho has studied a little 
of chem istry know s tha t wood is 
composed largely of cellulose, and 
this sub stance, which is a complie-at 
ed organic com pound of carb on, hy 
drogen and oxygen, is very closely 
allied to grap** sugar. 
In fact, it is 
only necessary to add the elem ents 
of w ater to the form er to produce 
tin* latter, and this m ay very easily 
1m* done b y b oiling with a little dilute 
sulphuric acid (sulphuric acid which 
has Imm-h m ixed with water).

way the cellulose in the wood is con ­ 
verted into grape sugar, very whole 
some food for cattle.
